It was suggested to me by a reoresentative of G-2 vrho recently 
called at lay office, that I write to your office directly, relative to the 
return by the ¥er Department to this Corporation, of a set of documents 
which was loaned to the Signal Corns early in the war and which comnrise 
valuable items from our own Library here at 67 Broad Street. 

The docments loaned to the T-^ar Department were copies of tech- 
nical magazines, in German and in French, dating from 1921 up to the late 
thirties, and comnrised both government and private publications on elec- 
tronics and telecommiiiiication subjects.

Fitzgerald is now Librarian at the Natiohal 
TTar College Library, Washington, D. C. 

As I am not entirely familiar \nth the present over-all intelli- 
gence organization, I vrauld be most gratefiil if you could inform me to 
whom I should address myself relative to the retTirn of these documents.
